The 60-y^-<dd Bandera b 
said to have once headed an 
army of 300,000 *^anderOVlci'' 
fighting for an independent 
Ukraine. 

After Oertnany idvmded the 
Soviet Union in IMl. he col- 
laborated with the Nasb in 
Gkrman uniform. 

lAtef. apparently fearing his 
movement would b ecome too 
strong, the Nagb pot him into 
a concentration camp. In 1944. 
when the Soviet army was 
pushing the Q^mins back on 
all fronts, mUer ordered Mf. 
Bandera's release and asked 
him to bead a Ukranlan Uber- 
atton movement , Bis friends 
say he refused. 

Xn the eariy postwar years, 
his gaevrinss hiramed FdUsh 
and Soviet eommunlcatlons. 
'XMven to flight far etroog 8o^ 
TleC snd Polish foreei. they 
fought their way westward 
across Poland and CSecbosl o - 
vakla. At least 300 of them, 
still bearing anus, crossed into 
Oermany In 194Y. 
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
